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PH AVING, for ſome Years paſt, had Occaſion to 
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look into the Manners and State of this great 
N City and Nation, I have, among other Griev- 
BE ances, obſerved the following one, particularly, 
with its Conſequences ; and have determined to 
offer my Thoughts to the Conſideration of the Public, up- 
on Ways and Means for redrefling it: Being at the ſame 
Time in no Concern, about the Reception they may meet 
with ; as the Public are the proper Judges, whether it 
| ſhould be redreſſed, and whether the Way I propoſe be 


proper or not. The 
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The 8 J would offer to the Conſideration of the 


Public for Redreſs is, that ſuch of the inferior People, as 


by Frugality and O Economy ſave and lay up ſmall Sums, 
have no advantageous or convenient Way of laying them 
out, till they can put together ſuch ung, as are taken 
in hy the public Funds. 


Some of IT Inconveniences which ariſe Gr arti are 


theſe, which follow, viz. 


I. Servants, Manufacturers, and others of inferior 
Rank, having by good Management ſaved ſmall Sums, 
from Time to Time, and knowing of no fafe Method of 
au. them, are obliged to let them lie altogether un- 

mproved and unemployed; which is the ſinking of great 


Part of the national Specie. 


II. It is common for ſuch l People as are known 
to have Money lying by them, to be groſly impoſed on, and 
plundered, by deſigning Men; who on Pretence, of im- 
proving their little Savings for them, embezil them, and 
ruin the unfortunate People, who truſt them with their 
Money, in Hopes of gaining a little by the Intereſt of it. 

HI. Nor is it leſs common for ſuch as have ſmall 


 Sums in their Hands, from a Defire of improving their 


little Stock, to engage in Branches of Trade, which are either 
criminal (as Smuggling) or at leaſt as are not ſufficiently 
underſtood by them, and by which, conſequently, they 
mult be Loſers. - | IV. The

IV. The Temptations to Extravagance and Profuſion 
* innumerable, it is no Wonder though Servants, 
Manufacturers, and others of low Rank, are eaſily prevailed 
on to ſpend their Money as faſt as it comes; (or rather 
as it lies as a Snare and Temptation to them) ſince they 
know of no Way of diſpoſing of it to Advantage : Whereas, 
were there a Fund for laying out ſmall Sums, at Intereſt, 
ſuch Perſons would then, have ſome Encouragement to fave 
their Money, rather than to conſume it in Extravagance 
and Folly, | 

V. It is the Misfortune of the inferior People, whoſe 
Incomes are ſmall, (and who have laid out their Money 
in Extravagancics) to be reduced to the Neceſſity of ap- 
plying to Uſurers and Pawn-brokers, upon every Extremity ; 
by which Means they from Time to Time ſuffer grievous 
Loſſes, both of Money, and likewiſe of wearing Apparel, which 
laſt is often the final Ruin of many, as it diſables them 
ever after ſrom making Application for ſurther Imploy- 
ment. Whereas, if Servants and others had the Oppor- 
tunity of diſpoſing to Advantage their ſmall Sums, from 
Time to Time, as they could ſave them up, they would 
much ſeldomer be reduced to the Extremities, which 
oblige them to apply to Uſurers, or Pawn-brokers, or ſuch as

When an idle or debauched Com panion ſollicited the ſo- 
ber and frugal Servant, or Manufacturer, to conſume his 
Time and Money in Extravagance, he might then have an An- 
ſwer ready both to ſtop his Mouth, and likewiſe to determine 
his own Reſolution, viz. That if he keeps in his Buſineſs, 
and ſaves his Money, he may at the Years End be able 
to purchaſe Five, Ten, or Twenty Pounds Stock, &c. | 

The proyident and careful Houſekeeper, who has a Fa- 
mily of Children, might, if ſuch a Fund were eſtabliſhed, 
provide ſmall Fortunes for each of them ; and would not be 
obliged to loſe the Intereſt of every Year's Savings, from five 
Pounds till he could reach to Twenty, but could add 
_ Pn Intereſt for n Sum to ſwell up the . 
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The sums wellich ſüch a Fünd might taiſe, may well be 
e, to be very great; and, as the Government has fre. 
quent Occafions for large Sums upon Intereſt and publick 
Security; if there ſhould be any Proſpect that the Neceſ- 
fities of the Government might be in ſome Meaſure ſup- 
plied” by this 'Schethe, I ſhohld think it on that Account 
worthy of the Regard of the Publick. And for render- 
ing it the more effectually uſeful, for anſwering the De- 
mands of the Government, and at the ſame Time to 
vent its being burthenſome, J humbly propoſe, That in 
Times of Peace, and ville the Neceflities of the Govern- 
ment are not great, the Sums in the Funds, or ſuch Part 
of them as the Government had no Occaſion for, ſhould 
be transferred by the Government to any of the trading 
Companies, as they in their great Wiſdom ſhould judge 
proper for lending them to; ſuch Company or Companies 
giving the proper Security, and paying them the current 
Intereſt; and the Government giving their own Security 
(as before mentioned) to the Proprietors for their ſmall 
Sums, and paying them the current Intereſt. By this 
Means the Government muſt be at all Times fiir upon 
any Emergency, of an immediate Supply, by demanding 
that the Stock, or what Part of it they had Occafion for, 
ſhould be immediately transferred to them by the Com- 
ny or Companies, in whoſe Hands they had placed it.

may have the moſt remote Tendency to make them more 
ſober, yictuous, diligent, or obliging in their Station, And 
I bumbly preſume, that the Propoſal I have here offered, 
has a natural Tendency ito this Effect. 
Notwithſtanding, of the many heavy Charges that may 
juſtly. he laid againſt the preſent Age, for the Vices and 
Follies in which it optdoes moſt, if not all the paſt; ie 
muſt yet be owned; to the Praiſe. of this Generation, 'That 
they have ſhewn themſelves always very ready to come into 
any publick-ſpirited or charitable Scheme that has been of- 
fered. It is the Conſideration of this good Diſpoſition in 
the Age, that has put me upon offering my Pro- 
poſal to the Publick at this Time; and I am of Opinion,
